ORIGINAL INSTITUTIONS.’ ee 


‘Considerable progress was made in Europe, for the education 


of the blind; in the latter part of the last century. But on 


‘this side of the Atlantic public attention was not called to 
‘that worthy object until 1829. During that year a few be- 
mevolent individuals of Boston, Mass., procured an act of in- 
«corporation for the education of the blind, and raised funds, 
¿by private contribution, to the amount of about $12,000. :. Al- 
though incorporated so early, it did not go into actual opera- 
tion until 1832, and in 1836 the Legislature of that State took 
- the establishment under its particular patronage, and with an 
- enlightened liberality—considering the age—granted an an- 
nual: appropriation of $6,000. Since that, however, her appro- . 
priations have gone up to hundreds of thousands, and the in- 
stitution has increased in its splendid proportions and sphere . 
of- usefulness at the same ratio. The New York Institution 
‘was commenced in 1832, on an appropriation of about $4,000." 
Near the same time the States of Vermont, Maine, New 
Hampshire and Pennsylvania laid the foundations for Ge 
institutions, in a-small way, on appropriations varying. from 
$1,000 to $3,000. To the “Far West" they traveled and were 
planted—in their growth keeping pace with the ever advancing 
system of common schools, and with like beneficial results. 
We have no data on which to place the time or progress of 
like institutions in the Southern States. Of late, a lively in- 
‘terest has sprung up in all of these States to make generous, 
ample «provision for the blind, in institute buildings and 
grounds, creditable alike to the government and people of 
these States. When our- Legislatures have been moved to 
make appropriations for the education of the blind, it is con- 
sidered and acted upon as a gift for charity, and some have a 
constitutional objection to giving, surely, until their own is 
¿provided for. That, in our view, is a mistake.  . 
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“The blind, especially those of a, school age—say from six to  * 
twenty-six—are as much entitled (more so, if distinctions,are i 
to be drawn). to consideration in the distribution. of. gduca- e

THE INSTITUTION OF THE PAST. 


w l : 
The writer has no printed reports, or data, before him by 
which the exact dates can be had; but being familiar with the 


Institution from its infancy, though not an officer till 1868, we 


can state with sufficient accuracy for our present design. 

The Institution was in part organized and put in motion 
with five pupils, and located at Arkadelphia in, 1859, by Prof. 
Otis Patten; having prepared himself by a thorough-practical ~~ 
education, and twelve years experience as teacher in the Ken- 
tucky Institution for the Blind—the Professor acting as Super- 

intendent, and holding the same position continuously to the 
` present time. It was started under many almost insurmount- 
able difficulties. The greatest of these was the want of funds, 
requiring the most ‘considerate economy; consequently his 
. estimable wife took, and has mostly held since, the trying po- 
sition of matron. Both are eminently qualified, by education 
and temperament, for their positions. The Institution was 
established and o; erated for a time on the contributions and 
generous coöperation of the people in the southern part of the 
State. ‘The Legislature of 1860-61 made a small appropria- 
tion towards its support, and put it in charge of 'a very efficient 
Board of Trustees, numbering nine. This number was reduced 
io three, on the removal and reorganization in 1868. The. 


principal objection to the large number was the difficulty in 


getting a quorum for the transaction of important business, 
which arose almost daily. It had made considerable progress, . 
and was in a flourishing condition, when the war commenced 
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in 1861. It struggled on for an existence; but in two: years 
thereafter, it was compelled. to yield to. cireumstances, dispersè 
the pupils, and, close the doors of the Institution. Thus othe a 
gathering of years was put to waste. « > p 

On the return of peace, in 1865, the indefati gable Suporin- 
tendent, with his accustomed energy and industry, set 3 o work ` 
and gathered i in his little flock of blind dependents, with. 388V- 
eral additions, and filled up as best he could, «the wastexplaces, l 
for a second race of life i in the interest of humanity, and aid: 
in the greatness and renown of a benevolent people and State. 

The most we can say for the following three years is, that 
the officers and friends of the Institution struggled on in pov- 
erty for a being and a name. with the living, pressing each suc-' 
cessive Legislature for and receiving two small appropriations, 
sufficient to sustain life, but not sufficient to enlarge her sphere 
of usefulness. EE d E x: 
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Arkadelphia, the ee of the Institution, is near: the 
|! center of the southern half of the State, and not easily arrived A 
at, except i in óne direction, say four months in the year, via.the 
Ouachita 1 river, though her people are benevolent. and enterpri- ` 
sing. The Legislature of 1868 ‘resolved to take this Institu- 
tion into her. own care and keeping, and make it worthy to be. 
called honorable to the State, and a perpetual benefit to the. 
unfortunate and usually indigent blind. In consideration of 
that location being ‘so difficult of. access-from the northern 
part of the State, consequently the. larger cost of. material ‘for 
its support, and ‘supply for work shops, and the fact that a

WORK CONSEQUENT UPON REMOVAL. 


On the Institute being removed here, it was like taking up 


it but the Superintendent, his interesting and highly cultiva- 
ted and trained family in the art of teaching the blind, and 
some thirty pupils, variously advanced in scholarship, a few 
text books and some school apparatus. All appeared-new and 
untried, the work experimental and uncertain, until ready to 
build on a new foundation, permanent and lasting. - Here I 
trust we may be permitted to confer a just tribute of praiseto 


marked ability, wholly and enthusiastically devoted to the ed- 


ucation of the blind, and building up a noble institution in 
his adopted State. 
the least to the greatest, are found constantly employed in 
places where the advancement'or pleasure of the blind pupils 
will be promoted. Prof. Patten early gave his life and ener- 
gies to the education of the blind, and educated himself exclu-

had been put up for shops; in a way suited to a removal upon. 
the purchased premises. More room «was required, and it was

The most important benefit conferred by Maj. MeCormick, 


was his aid in procuring plans for buildings, sufficient for all

ence, it was found that by a low estimate of labor-and mate- 
rial, and applying the utmost economy throughout, there was 


sufficient remaining from the general appropriation. to move : 


the temporary buildings on the rented premises, and: to put 
up some others on our own grounds, in connection with the 
brick, then nearly finished; it would far more comfortably and 
neatly accommodate all the departments of the Institute, while 


composed of its present number. To effect this-great benefit 
to the Institution and to the State, some of the officers took -~ 
upon themselves double duty. Dispensing -with-the Steward, 


Prof. Patten added the duties of that office to those of Super- 
intendent, and other changes were made temporarily, to econ-

The Steward’s estimate for supplies being provided for, then , 


the bids for shelter, work-shop and out buildings for pupils 
and employees being examined, it was found there remained 
of the appropriation sufficient to work the Institution up to 
this advance in prosperity and position. ES 

This fund remaining from the general appropriation for the 


support and education of the pupils, came in this way: The 


necessary appropriation was based upon fifty pupils. When 


it appeared, after trial, that there was not room for more than .”

That a building of the dimensions set out in n the Superin- 
tendent's report is an important necessity, no one who has given 


the matter n will, we presume, question. The im- 


mediate wants of two hundred blind persons of school age in 
the State demand it. Her fair fame, to give charaeter and 


prominence in the eyes of the moral and intelligent of other 


States, demand it. -It would be hailed as evidence of her re- 7 
finement and civilization, and regarded as a sure pledge of fu- 


ture prosperity and advancement in benevolent enterprise. It 
will be borne in mind that this building is not only for the 
presènt time, but for future generations, and its foundations | 
should be laid wide and deep. There should be amain build- ` 
ing with two wings, its capacity sufficient for about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five pupils. This cannot be wéll put up 
by “piecemeal.” The foundation should be laid for the entire 
structure, and an appropriation be made sufficient to inclose 
the whole; that is, to build walls and roof, as a matter of safety, 


protection and economy. Should an appropriation sufficient 
_ to complete the building be considered too large an amount to 


be levied the next two years, then we would ask only sufii- 
cient to inclose the building and to finish one wing, making 
accommodations equal to present wants. The estimated cost 
of the building here proposed, the trustees are not at this mo- 
ment prepared to say with any degree of certaint ty, and they 
would ask further time to consider, and report on a future 
day.. The trustees, having been so largely engaged in and 
about the affairs of this Institution, it may be considered 
that their sympathies hàve become excited, consequently its 
importance may have been over estimated. We trust not.

The estimate made by the Superintendent - for 
current expenses and support: of the pupils for the next two 
years, is the same as that of last year—$15,000 per annum. 
This is based upon an average of fifty pupils. The improve- 
ments put upon the Institute grounds the » past. year appear to 
be sufficient to accommodate -that number, and there being 


good assurance that so many will claim the bereft, of instruc- . 


tion and support there, we do not believe the amount asked 
for too large, nor that a less sum would prove sufficient for all 
purposes. The trustees therefore recommend an appropriation 


of $15,000 per annum, or $30,000 for the support of the Insti- 


tution for the next two years, beginning with J anuary L 
1871.

The result of my Observations Y have endeavoreds to make 


manifest in the increased efficiency of our own school. 


Valuable additions: have been made to our stock of books, 


. idaps and school apparatus, which, besides being of great ben- 
— efit to the learner, have added much to the pleasure of teach- 
ing. Among these acquisitions are a number of wooden slate 
frames, or cyphering boards, manufactured be G. W. Eaton, a 
blind. man of Middleboro, Massachusetts. They are of: supe- 
rior quality. Also a set of dissected maps, representing the 
grand divisions of the earth, and a map of Arkansas, ` manu- 
factured by Brice € Gray,.of Newark, Ohio. 

- Mr. Brice isa graduate of the Ohio Institution for the Blind. 


. His dissected maps are well executed, and the cheapest that I` 


have yet met with. I also notice with pleasure the elementary 


and other books printed for the blind by N. B. Kneass jr. .of —- 


Philadelphia, a graduate of the Pennsylvania Institution. 
These books are printed, in bold type and on ioe paper, com- 
bining capitals with the lower case letters. Our pupils read 


. them with much pleasure. His Philadelphia magazine, pub-' 
lished bi-monthly, should be in the hands of every blind grad- 


uate. It is much to be regretted that there is no one place in 
this country, or in the world, where all kinds of school appa- 
ratus for the blind can be obtained. Our own limited supply 
. has been gathered from eight different States, and from Europe. 


` The cost of such apparatus is so great, and the demand for it ^ 
so limited, that there is little commereial inducement to man- 


ufacture it. Hitherto, each Institution has, ina great measure, 
. had to manufacture for itself. Could all the effort and money 
thus separately expended in the United States, be concentrated 
. into one national establishment, the cost of school apparatus 

might be greatly reduced, and the quality much improved. , If 


theprinting houses for theblind, recently inaugurated at Louis-' 


ville, Kentucky, and Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, would unite 
their efforts with those of Mr. Kneass, Dr. Howe and others,

It is now more than two years since the Institute was re- ^ 
moved from Arkadelphia to Little Rock. Time has tested and 
fully proved the wisdom of the change. Every advantage ` ` 
claimed for the new location has been realized. Being atthe ` ` i 

capital, and thüs accessible to visitors from. all parts of the E 
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State, it has become better known than. ever. before; ; and 
| through the aid afforded by. the Legislature, more has, been 


done for the permanent progress : of the Institution, since the 


removal, than i in all the years of its previous. existence.  ;-.. 


‘The difficulty of getting toand from the Institute, heretofore 


experienced by pupils, has been'so far obviated as now to'cause 
but little inconvenienee. . Though the attendance last session 
was larger than ever before, in no instance did the Süpérin- 
tendent, or any agent of the Institute, go out to bring i in any 
pupil, while during the last sessioñ at Arkadelphia, of twetity 
nine. pupils, only six came in without being visited by ‘the 
Superintendent, or some one sent by him to their homes, often 
at considerable ‘expense to the.Institute, and under’ circum- 
stances which might well have deterred older persons, with 
perfect sight, from attempting to get an'education. I-will cite 
one instance , among many. A number of blind persons cel- 
lected. by our agent in Sebastian, Franklin, Johnson and Yell 
counties, were nearly a month on their way to - Arkadelphia, 


traveling in an ox wagon-(the only conveyance they could pro- * 


cure). over. mountain roads so rough that they were often 
obliged. to walk for miles in succession. The country was 'so 
thinly: settled, and had been so recently devastated”by war, 
that often it was impossible to find a house to shelter them at 
.ight. They were therefore obliged to camp in the woods, 
where they not only suffered from the cold, but from dread of 
the wolves, whose howl and even tread could sometimes be 
distinctly heard around them. Some; who-made this journey 
to Arkadelphia and home again, have "since told me that they 


had givén up all hope of rotarning 1 to school, till they heard ` 


- that it was moved 40 Little Rock. 


At Arkadelphia nearly one-third of the pupils sometimes 


remained at the Institute through vacation, some because their. 


friends could not,send so far for them, and others fearíng that 
if they went home.they would never be able to return. Such

-Being at a considerable 


distance from the. businéss part.-of town, and having 


no ‘salesroom of our own in the city, our mattresses 


and brooms have been- disposed of chiefly to dealers, at 
wholesale prices, thus greatly reducing the profits. Owing to 
the high price of broom-com and the. necessity for economy, 
we have made but few brooms. 
to get broom-corn at home, and to keep the broom shop con- 


stantly open. - 


We hope Hereafter to be able’ 


- As, however, the object. of the work shop, as 


- well as the other departments of the Institute, is to give skill 
to our pupils, and fit them for future usefulness. and self-sup- 
port; rather than to make money for the Institute, it is doubt- - 
ful whether the advance of a few cents per pound in the price 
of the raw material, or a corresponding decline in the priee of 
the manufactured articles, should make any difference in the 
operations of our shop, to which every. facility should. be af- 
forded which the means placed at our disposal will allow. 
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Already our pupils are beginning to reap its benefits. Sev- 
eral, during the last year, have clothed themselves in whole or 
' in part by overwork; that is, work done by them out of school 
hours, for which they have been paid a fair price. , 

One young-man, E. W. Moore, ofOuachita county, totally 
blind, who had le learned to cane-seat chairs, purchased cane to 
take home with him in vacation, and in five weeks earned 
thirty-two dollars by his labor. A former pupil, Mr. W. L. 
Patterson, also totally blind, has a mattress and broom shop 
at Arkadelphia, and supports himself, besides ‘aiding a wid- ` 
owed mother. In-the fall of 1868, Mr. Harvey B. Howell, of 
Crawford county, then sixty years old, and totally blind, was 
admitted for one session, to learn to work, At the close of 
the term he returned home to set up a mattress and chair shop, 
declaring that he, would not take five hundred dollars for: 
what he had learned. ` His niece, also'a former papil in this 
Institute, assists him. She writes to the Superintendent, un- 
der date of August 10, 1870: “We are making mattresses;. . 
find sale for all we can make." There are: many blind in the 
_ State, like Mr. Howell, too old to be admitted as regular pupils, 
who would be glad to break the tedium of their dark and des- 
olate life by learning to work. The law allows us to recéive 
such for a limited time, but with our present accommodations 
we can take but very few without excluding the young blind, - 
for whom the school is chiefly intended, and these few being ` 
obliged to occupy the same sitting room and dor mitories with 
the younger pupils, must necessarily come under the same re- 
strictions with them. We ought to have a separate building 
for the adult blind. They might attend morning and evening 
worship and eat with the regular pupils, but their sitting 
rooms, dormitories and shops should be entir ely separate from 
those of the young blind. They “could then be allowed more 
freedom of action than is consistent with good order in a. 
school for children and youth; and, what is of still greater 
importance, the younger pupils would be removed from unde- 
sirable influences. If we receive adults. at all, we are liable. 
to have those who have acquired habits which make them, 
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undesirable- companions for the younger Subs We are trying 
to train the young blind; to prevent and correct in them those 
uncouth habits which so many blind persons acquire when left: 


to themselves. This ` isnext to impossible, if they are con- - 


stantly associated with those who have grown up with these 
habits, and who, hopeless of correcting them in their own 
case, think and speak lightly of their correction in others. 


When the main building, contemplated in the act removing“ 


and reorganizing the Institute, shall have been erected, that 
now occupied by the girls can be devoted to the adult blind. 
During my visits to other institutions, I took particular pains 
to inform myself as to the best kinds of work to be taught to. 
the blind. Experience has proved that they can learn to do a 
great variety of work, such as making brushes, baskets, carpet 


mats, rope, twine, pasteboard boxes, straw hats, etc., ete. But 


the question is not,what can they learn, but what can they do 


well and speedily, and make a living at, when they leave . 


school? And for our pupils, what can they make'a living at 


in Arkansas? In New York, Philadelphia, or Boston, a blind 
man might find steady employment and make a living at 
brush-making; but in Arkansas, wherc there are no large cities, 


the demand for brushes is so limited that he would soon :sup- : 


ply the market and have to shut up shop, and wait for his 
work to wear out, The trades we have introduced we believe 
to be best suited to -this section, especially broom-making. 
` Brooms are easily and speedily made by the blind.” They soon 


wear out, so that a constant supply is needed. The material - 


for making them can be provided in any. country. neighbor- : 
hood, so that a blind man, without capital, can setup a shop . 
in his mother's kitchen, his relatives or neighbors can raise his 
broom-corn and make his handles, and when his immediáte vi- 


cinity shall have been furnished with brooms, he can easily get ` 


a wagon and a boy to drive for him, and supply other neigh- 


borhoods. A blind man, starting in businessin the city among . 
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strangers, has to contend with many difficulties to which out - 


country friend je a stranger. ‘In the first place, he must: 


have capital to start with; then he must compete with seeing 
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mén in the same business, who, being able to work. faster 
than he, can of course undersell him. Whether he sella. his 


work or not, his shop rent, board bills and other expenses are. 


accumulating, and the chances are Chat be will grow discour- 
aged, fail, and perhaps become a publie burden, while our 
broom-maker in thé country, having the business -all to him- 
self and everybody interested in helping him, having few bills 
to pay—almost none, compared with the city workman—pur- 


sues his trade with a light heart and good prospects of success. ` 


Should he make but half a living, or even less, he is among 


friends who have known him from childhood, and who are'the . 


proper ones to eke out his slender means. At-any rate he has 
employment to beguile the weary hours, and is a better man 


for that, though his sales should only pay: for the material 
used. , 

We have accounts of many blind persons, former pupils of 
other institutions, who are: earning a good living, some of. 
them supporting families, at broom-making. -Some of theoldér

institutions have disearded all other trades, and are giving 


" their whole attention to this. 


THE INSTITUTION WAS REMOVED, i omes 


in May last, to the premises purchased for its permanent loca-` 


tion. We are now accommodated better than -ever before. 
Our beautiful. grounds, laid off with gravelled walks, afford 


“the pupils facilities for out of door exercise which they have 


not before enjoyed. The brick house intended ultimately: for 
adult pupils admitted to the mechanical department, is oecu- 


pied by the female pupils and teachers and the Superinten- | 
dent’s family, whilé the frame buildings accommodate the 
boys, male teachers and domestics. They also afford one school ` 


room, dining rooms, kitehen;-wash-room and -work-shop. 
For some time previous to the removal we were much 


pressed for room, though the number of pupils in attendance | 
.was only thirty-two. Soon as it became known that we could 
accommodate a larger number, applications for the admission. 


of new pupils commenced coming in, and now the applications 
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on file, together with the- pupils ‘already connected with the. 


school, amount to fifty—as many as our present buildings will 
accommodate. - When. those who have applied and have .re- 


ceived. permission to come, shall have entered, we must lose. . 


the doors and refuse all applicants till the Legislature shall 
provide further. accommodations. Even now we are. put to- 
great inconvenience for. want of house. room, .We have no 
sick room for either sex. Should a contagious diseàse enter 
the household, as did the measles last spring, it must go 


through the whole family, as we have no means of separating 


the sick from the well. "We need better accommodations for- 
cooking, washing and bathing, but we «cannot have them in 
our present buildings. ` 

. To give new pupils an opportunity to learn. musie, and to 
afford advanced pupils more time for practice, we. heed twò. 
more-pianos, but we have no place to put them. Some of our 
pupils wish to prepare-themselves for church organists; for 
this purpose we should have an organ, but we have no room, 
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for it. A number of our girls wish to learn broom making. 


They reason thus: If a blind man can makea living making, 
brooms why ean not a blind woman, if she has the strength 
and the will to work. We would gladly afford ‘them the. 
- opportunity they desire, if we had room. 

The houses oceupied by the male pupils, teachers and domes. 


tics, are mere shells—neither ceiled nor plastered, hot in sum- 


mer and cold in wiüter. Besides, being | built of wood, warmed 
with stoves and occupied by blind persens, the danger from, 
-fire is too great to be risked any longer than can be helped. 
Until the entire plan contemplated for buildings and improye- 
ments - shall have been, carried. out, our means for separating, 
the sexes, especially during hours of recreation, as well as-our 
arrangements in many other respects, must remain incomplete 
and defective.. This was not so much felt while the number 
of pupils was small, but now every successive month adds to. 
the difficulty. ` w 
The number of blind in a thé state, of suitable age to attend 
school, will not probably fall far short of two hundred.. T 
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"have obtained the-census returns from thirty-eight counties ; 
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- as however, the marshals report only the totally blind, and i in 
` many instances not all of them,-we are left without, the neces- ` 


sary data to enable us to ascertain the precise number of blind 
persons in the State who are suitable subjects for the Institute; 


but we may approximate toit. The thirty-eight counties above | 


referred to, report sixty blind persons between the ages of six 
and twenty-six, or of proper age to enter the Institute. I have 
personal knowledge of fifty-three others in the same counties, 
making one hundred and thirteen to thirty-eight counties. 
Supposing these to be all, of which I am by no means certain, 
and that the other twenty-four counties of the State have on 


an average an equal number, there are at least one hundred and . 


eighty-five blind persons who have as strong a claim on the 


State as those already in the Institute. The number will in- ' 


crease with the population, but owing to disinclination to leave 


home, feeble health and other causes, it is probable that not — 


more than one hundred would avail themselvés of the ] priv- 
ileges of the Institute, at the same time, for some years to 
come. This number should be provided for without unneces- 
sary delay. With many of them, time is very precious. Their 


. best years for receiving instruction are rapidly passing away, : 


and soon they willbe too old to reap the full benefit of the 
school, and, in addition to blindness, a life of pauperism threat- 
ens them. At a low estimate, one hundred blind persons, un- 
educated and dependent, will cost the community, directly or 
indirectly, án average of two hundred dollars annually. One 
hundred blind persons, educatéd and capable of self support, . 
instead of being useless consumers, become producers, say to 


the amount of two hundred dollars per annum. The differ- | 


ence between two hundred dollars consumed without any re- 
turn, and two hundred doilars produced, is four hundred dol- 
lars. _This, for one hundred individuals, would amount to forty 
thousand dollars per annum. Economy then, as well as mo-. 
tives of humanity and justice, would dictate that these helpless 


children of the commonwealth should be amply provided for.. 


Arkansas, like a kind and judicious parent, has provided | 
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for her seeing children, More than six hundred school houses; 


some of them superb structures, have been ereeted in the last ` 
two years, and upwards of twenty-three hundred free schools : 


have been organized, with at least one hundred thousand pu- d 


pils. From all of these schools the blind are, by their in- 
 firmity, excluded; nor ean they derive the least benefit from 
the appropriatións made for common schools. To adopt the 
language-of another: “It would be a waste of words to urge 
the claims blind children have for à full share of the means of 


instruction which. the State accords to all the young. They- 


` have even stronger claims than common children, because they 
start at a disadvantage in the race of life; because they Carry 
a burden in their infirmity; because they come mostly of poor 
and humble parents; and because, without special instruction 
and training , they ave almost certain, sooner or later, to be- 
come a public charge. Al children have a right to instruc- 

tion. ..The children of the rich are sure to get it; and the State 
` is bound alike by duty.and interest, to see that none lack the' 
means of obtaining it. The rich man ‘seeks for his child the 
best teacher, the best apparatus for instruction; and the pub- 
lie is rapidly coming to the consciousness that the whole com- 
monwealth is richer than any individual man, and that the 
schools for its children shall-be as good as the best. But with 


every generation of children, there comes a certain number 


for whom these beautiful and commodious school houses might i 


as well have ‘been: built without a window, and without even` 
a key hole to let in a ray of light—for-they-are blind. They, 


more than all others, need instruction. More than ‘all others | 


they havé a claim upon the -public for it, because without .

would therefore urge that the plan contemplated in the 
act for the removal and. reorganization of the Institute, be 
ES carried out; and that a permanent main building be. erected, 
of dimensions commensurate with the growing wants of the 
Institute. In a former report, endorsed by your predecessors, - 
I mentioned some of the things needful in a building intended 
to accommodate one hundred blind students, together with' 
the necessary teachers and attendants; but as that report may 
not fall into the hands of many who may read this, permit — 
- . me to repeat in substance what I then said. This building. 
should be adapted to the condition of the blind, and to the pe- 
culiar methods of their instruction. As much of the instruc- 
tion is oral, several classes cannot be taught at once, in the 
same room.. ' Some half a dozen school rooms will therefore be 
necessary. These should be of sufficient size to accommodote, 
beside the teachers, classes, and bulky apparatus, the numer- 
ous visitors who come, sometimes singly and sometimes in 
companies of a dozen or more. They wish to see how the 
blind are taught, and they are always weleome, for the more 
the public know about the Institution, the bétter it is for it. 
Then there should be half a dozen comfortable sitting rooms. 
The great importance of musical instruction to the blind, makes ` 
it necessary to devote ten or twelve small rooms to that pur- 
pose. Then there should be ample dormitories, sick rooms 
and bathing rooms for both sexes, dining rooms, store rooms, 
kitchen, laundry, and covered verandas or galleries, where. the 
pupils may exercise in unpleasant weather. . 
There should also be a chapel, large enough to accommodate. - 
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the whole. household, and Visitors if necessary. This room 
would also serve for the choir ma band to practice in, and for. 
examinations, ` , - EE" 

This- building should consist of a center kad two wings, and 

be so constructed that the wings may be extended hereafter, if 
| necessary. : i E 
The center should contain the school rooms, dining room, 
chapel, réception room, Matron’s room “Superintendents office, 
and such other apartments as should be accessible to both sexes; 
while one wing should be devoted to the males, the other to 
the females, for oe rooms music rooms, dormitories, sick 
, rooms, ete. | 3 
. The whole should be built of brick or r stone, and made com- 
fortable in winter by steam heating apparatus, both for the se- 
eurity of the building and to prevent accident from fire, to the 
blind inmates. 
The destruction by fire, of the Kentucky Institution for the 
Blind, in 1851, and the Illinois Institution in 1868, should 
_make us especially cautious in this respect The engine for 
heating should be placed in a house in the rear, and the steam 
conveyed through underground pipes, to the main building. 

That the structure above- described would cost a considerable 
sum of money, cannot and ought. not to be disguised, but it 
would not all be needed in one year. ` '

with so many pupils as we. have, that has had so small appro- 
priation for building purposes. "` l 
, ‘The State of New York has recently moli at Batavia, on 
"land donated kon the purpose, : 'a second Institution for the blind, - 
at a cost of $27 5,000. Massachusetts, last year, appropriated 
$80,000 to put up buildings for the blind, in ‘addition to that 
before occupied, which cost originally $200,000. Ohio has also 
appropriated $275,000 for anew building. for her institution, 
which building is now in process of erection. ` ji

Vouchers for all the above expenditures, sworn to by the 
Superintendent and approved by the trustees, have been filed 
with the Auditor of State. Iam required by law to make an 
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estimate of the probable cost of supporting the Institute the 
next two years: In my last réport I expressed the. opinion. 


that it would cost $300 per year for each pupil, for current ex- 
penses. I have seen no reason for changing this opinion; and 
as we are certain to have fifty pupils, and cannot- well have 


more than that number in the next.two years, we shall need 
- an appropriation of $15,000 per annum. 


It is true that the Institution will be in : debt at the close of 


the present year, but hereafter we shall have no rent to pay, 
and some other expenses of the past two years will not have te’ 


be repeated. Besides, our wood is laid in and paid for, for next 
year. I believe, therefore, that the same appropriation should 
be made Dor each of the next two years that was made for 1870.

CIRCULAR. 


The annual session of the-Institute commences on the first ` 


Monday of October, and continues nine months. All the 
blind of the State, of suitable character and capacity, between 
the ages of six and twenty-six, are entitled to the privileges 
of the Institute, including tuition, board, washing, medical 
attention when sick, and the use of books, without charge. 
Blind persons over twenty-six may be admitted for a limit- 
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. ed time, to learn to work, or "to receive other instruction, by ' 


a unanimous vote of the Board of i. and the consent ot . 
the Superintendent. - dic 

‘Applications for the admission of pupils should be made to 
the Superintendent, Otis Patten, Little Rock, Arkansas, and 
should state the name and age of the person for whom appli- 
cation 1 is made, and the post office address of the parents or 
guardian. It should:also state the. cause’ of blindness, if 
known, and whether it is total or partial. 

The Institution is not intended for persons who are merely 
near-sighted, nor for those who wish to have-their eyes treated, 
but for such as wish to receive instruction and have not suffi- 
cient sight to do: so in schools for the seeing. 

Though pupils may be received at any time during the ses- 

sion, which closes in July, it will be much to their advantage to 
enter at the: commencement, or as. soon thereafter as possible. 

All pupils should come with a good supply of clothing, suit- 
able both for warm and cold weather, which should be replen- 
ished from:time to time, as- may be needed. Each article 
should be marked with the owner's name. “Those who have 
no friends ablé to clothe them and pay their traveling ex- 
penses, should be provided for in this respect by their counties. 

Every pupil entering should bring a certificate from the 
clerk, or some county officer, that he or she is a resident of the 
county; also, a certificate from a physician that he or she is free 
from all infectious or offensive disease, and if arrived at an age 
when the character is formed, a certificate of good moral char- 
acter, signed by. two or more responsible citizens. 

No person of confirmed. immoral habits will knowingly be 
received into the school. 

No blind person should be sent to the Institution- hom 
first a&certaining whether he or she can be received. 

Pupils should spend the-vacation at home-with their friends, 
and return to school promptly at the commencement of the 
Session. a 

Letters addressed to uos of the Institution, should be 
dirécted to «Institute for the Blind, Little Rock, Arkansas.” 
Otherwise they may not be promptly received.

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REVENUE LAW. - 
Under section 78 of the revenue: ‘law, approved July 23, 

1868, the Auditor of State was required to make out complete 
lists of lands subject to taxation in each of the counties of the 
State, and forward'to the several county clerks, upon which 
the assessment and collection of the taxes for the year 1868 ` 
were to bemade. The law required that said lists should show 
in whose name the original entry or purchase was made, the 
date of the same, a description of each tract or parcel of land, 
arranged each township according to the numerical order of . 
the section; and, although the labor required to prepare such . 
lists was very great, and time allowed limited, yet the work | 
was completed in due time. But, owing to the imperfect re- 
cords of the taxable lands and the incompleteness of the 
returns heretofore made of the pur chase thereof, I was satisfied 
that the lists so prepared did not cover all the taxable lands 
in the State, and, to supply any such omissions, I notified the ` 
county assessors that in all cases when they-ascertained from 
proper title papers that any of the lands taxable had been 


omitted in the list furnished by the Auditor or clerk, to assess 


the same as in other cases, and notify the county clerk thereof ` 
SO that he:should enter such omitted tracts on the list fur- 
nished by the Auditor aforesaid. The new system of assess- 
ment, although it has been in operation but a short time, has | 
worked well, and the results very gratifying. 


.Under the former system many lands were never assessed, 
and in other instances the same description appeared on the. 


assessment and tax books several times in the same year, often 
resulting in considerable expense ahd annoyance to the owner 


of the land; but this evil will be remedied -under the existing 
law, if the officers having duties to perform thereunder shall 
faithfully discharge the same. Under this law all the taxable 
lands in the State will share their equal proportion of taxation. 


. As will be seen by comparing the assessment.of 1870 with that . 


of, 1860 the increase of lands taxable in the State amounts to 
5,737,504 acres, which is to be attributed in the main to-assess-

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE LANDS. 


By the act of Congress of July 2, 1862, there was granted- 
to the several States which should provide within five years 
from that date, at least one college where the leading object 
should be, without excluding other scientific and classical ` 
studies, and including military tactics, to teach “such branches 
of learning as relates to agriculture-and the mechanic arts, in 
such manner as the Legislatures of the States may respectively ` 
provide, an amount of public land, equal in quantity to thirty | 
thousand acres for each Senator and Representative in Con- 
gress. 

By the apportionment, under the census of 1860, the repre- : 
sentation of this State being five, by that apportionment she 
is entitled to one hundred and fifty thousand acres of land 
under. the grant, for which land scrip is to be issued under the 
law. By a subsequent act of Congress, approved July 23, 1866, 
among other things, the time was extended to the States in 
which to comply with the provisions of said act. 

On the 23d of J uly, 1868, the Legislature of this State 
passed an act to signify her assent to said act of Congress, and 
provided that a Board should be established, to consist of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, and one member from 
each judicial district, to berappointed by the Governor. Said 
Board to give proper public notice, receive from individuals» 
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counties, cities, etc., etc., proposals or bids for the purpose of 
securing the location of the Industrial University; the ques- 
tion of:selection to-remain open- to -competition until the first 
day ofthe next session of the General Assembly, at which time 
the Board is required to make a a report. -Lam advised that the 
land scrip authorized by said grant has. not yet been turned 
over to the State. authorities, for the reason that there is no 
one authorized, by .any act of our deg to receive and .

PERMANENT SCHOOL FUND. 


Under the provisions of section 4, article 9, of the Constitu- 
tion of the State, all fines, forfeitures, penaltiés, etc., etc., are 
set apart as a public school fund. Section 8, common school. 
law, ‘provides that all moneys belonging to thé common school 
fund shall be-paid directly into the State treasury. This office 
has no means of knowing the amounts that collectors and 
others receive on such accounts. ,I suggest that the law shall 
provide that all moneys arising from these sources be paid to 
the collector, for which he shall give duplicate receipts, one of 
which the party paying shall file with the county clerk, and 
the county court shall require of such collectors quarterly set- 
tlements on.account thereof; and said clerk, immediately after 
such settlement, to notify this office of the amount with which 
such collector stands. charged, which amounts the collector 
should be required to settle and pay over to the State Treasu- 
rer at the time of making annual settlement. of the State reve- 
nues; and- the law should also provide the commissions to 
which he would be entitled ‘on account thereof. By section 1 ' 
of said act the proceeds derived from the various sources there- 
in named is designated as the “Common School Fund.” Isug- 
gest that the words “Permanent School Fund” be substituted 
in lieu thereof. It is so designated on the records of this office, 
in contradistinction to the fund derived from the tax of one- 
fifth of one per cent., which.is -properly the common school .

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APPORTIONMENT op THE ‘SCHOOL FUND. 


On the 11th day of January, 1870, “Hon. Thomas Smith; Su. 
perintendent of Public Instruction, made the first apportion- 
ment of the school fund, based on the school tax for the year 
1868, which apportionment, amounting in the aggregate to ` 
one hundred and: ninety thousand four hundred and ninety- : 
two eighty-six one-hundredths dollars; and, on the 20th day of 
June, 1870, the second apportionment, based on the school tax -. 
for the year 1869, amounting to $187, 427 95; was made by the 
same officer.

RAILROAD BONDS.

Under an act to aid inthe construction of railroads, approved ` 
July 21, 1868, there has been issued in aid of the following ` 
railroad companies (to the 30th of September, 1870) bonds in 
the following amounts, to wit: Memphis and Little Rock 
Railroad Company, one million and fifty thousand dollars; 
Little Rock and Fort Smith Railroad Company, eight hundred | 
thousand dollars; Little Rock, Pine Bluf and New Orleans ` 
Railroad Company, three hundred thousand dollars. Said 
amounts were issued in bonds of this State in the sum of one 
thousand dollars each, are payable in thirty years from thedate 
thereof, with coupon warrants attached for the payment of the 
installments of interest to become due thereon, in 'the city of 
New York, semi-annually, at seven per cent. “per annum. The ' 
State Treasurer reports that the interest that has. accumulated 
on said bonds has been fully met ye each of said railroad * 
companies. 


SWAMP LAND OR LEVEE WARRANTS. 


It will be seen, by reference to tables Nos. 4, 5 and 6, of this ` 
report, that under “An act providing for the building and re , 
pairing of public levees of this State, and for other purposes,” * 
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approved March 16,1869, there has been issued from this office 
(September 80, 1870) Auditor’s swamp land warrants in the 
eum of one. hundred and fifty-eight thousand nine hundred l 
and fifty-seven dollars and sixty-six cents. These warrants 
bear interest at eight per cent. per annum, and are due thirty" 
years after date; the interest becoming due and payable upon 

...all land warrants issued ‘under this act, is levied upon and col- - 
lected from the land owners,. whose lands are benefitted by the 

- levees, and at the expiration of said thirty- years the warrants 

.are redeemable by the State Treasurer in the legal currency of 

the country, provided there shall at that time be no-swamp 
lands belonging to the State upon. which said warrants can’ be 

laid.. The sum of $2,500 was appropriated by section-11 to 

carry out the provisions of said act, which sum has been ex- 

hausted; yet it is claimed that under section 3, of said act, the 

- Auditor is authorized and required to issue his warrants on ac- 

counts for services rendered, properly certified by the Commis- 

sioner of Public Works; but, from the fact that the appropria- 

tion provided by said act had been exhausted, I declined to’ 
issue warrants on the presentation of any such accouuts.

TO PAY PUPILS IN DEAF MUTE INSTITUTE. 


Item thirty-sixth, of the general appropriation act, approved. 
April 12, 1869, provides that “three hundred dollars per an- 
num be appropriated for each pupil now in, and all those that 
.may be received hereafter in, the Deaf Mute Institute. Ac- 
counts therefor; for a time, were presented quarterly, but after- 
wards monthly; and this office is now required to issue a. war- 
rant each month, for twenty-five dollars, to each pupil. This 
praetice entails upon this office much unnecessary . labor on 
account thereof. 

It occurs to, me, that, in making the appropriation for the 
support of said Institute, the allowance for pupils should. be 
. ineluded, and that accounts therefor should only be presented 
‘quarterly for the whole, in the name of: the Treasurer, or some 
one of the Board of Directors for said Institute. 
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INSURANCE... 


The insurance laws of our State are very imperfect, and need 
reform. It would, perhaps, be ‘the better policy to repeal the. 


` present law on the subject, and enact a new one, that will meet 


the requirements. "The necessity for the enactment of strin- 
gent measures for regulating and controlling insurance com- 
panies is earnestly demanded. . 

Insurance against loss by fire, accident, death, etc., is assum- 
ing the proportions of a very important branch of business. 
The fortunes of individuals and families will become involved 
in it to such an extent as to make it the imperative duty of the 
law-makers to see that the interests of the insured are properly 
cared for, and the business of insurance safely and successfully 
managed. To that end, I suggest that our present insurance 
law, which is mixed up with and forms a part of other laws, 
be repealed, and a new law enacted, that will meet the neces- 
sities of the times: As the matter now stands,.the-public have _ 
no means by which to distinguish the reliable from the unre- 
liable companies. 


The law should require each insurance company to file with 
the Auditor an annual statement of its condition, setting forth 
the amount of its capital stock, amount of same paid in cash, ` 
how invested, and proofs of investment, also the amount of 
its liabilities; such statement to be sworn to by the president 
and secretary of the company. In the statement, they should 
be required to show that they are possessed of at least one hun- 
dred thousand dollars of actual capital invested in stocks of at 
least par value, or in bonds or mortgages .on real estate, worth 
double the amount for which the same is mortgaged; and, up- 
on examination of such statement and accompanying proofs of- 
investment by the Auditor, if satisfied that the same is in 
compliance with the law, to issue his certificate accordingly, 
acknowledging their right to transact business in this State, 
by themselves, or properly accredited agents. Every agent, 
before doing any business for any insurance company, should 
first procure the Auditor's certificate, to the effect that he is 
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duly appointed: by said company their lawful agent or attor- , 
ney, to take risks of insurance, and to acknowledge service of 
process, ete. The Auditor's certificate, in such cases, would ` 
carry with it, in some sense, the guaranty of the State of its 
fitness for the purposes it presumes t to accomplish, and of its 
pecuniary responsibility. . 

- The duties of this office are laborious—often complicated— 
and all times are of a character which not only requires a con- 
stant and watchful attendance on the part of the Auditor, but 

' also the willing and earnest support of his assistants; and I 
take occasion, in closing this report, to return my thanks to 
the clerks of this department, for invaluable aid rendered me 
in the discharge of my official duties. s
